P Local police 
departments feel 
effect of new law for 


concealed weapons

Crawford County Clerk Sandra 
Moore reported on Tuesday, July 10 
that 81 application packets for the 
new Carry Concealed Weapon 
(CCW) permit have been handed 
out by the county. Grayling Police 
Chief Karl Schreiner reports his 
department has handed out five or 
six since the law went in effect on 
July 1. 

Once a citizen picks up the appli- 
cation kit, there is a whole series of 
steps that must be followed before a 
permit can be issued. The applicant 
must make an appointment with the 
Crawford County Jail for finger- 
printing at a cost of $15 at the time 
of printing. 

Then, when the applicant returns 
to the Clerk’s office with his or her 
completed application, a $60 fee 
will be due and the Clerk will 
administer an oath mandated by the 
State of Michigan as well as have 
the applicant sign that the oath is 
understood. 

The Clerk’s office must verify the 
applicant’s mailing address and 
phone number and be sure a pass- 
port-style photo and gun safety 
training certificate accompany the 
application. Local court records are 
then checked for any pending court

A passerby called 911 after spot- 
ting a South Branch Township 
home on fire Friday, June 29 at 
about 6:40 a.m. 

According to the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office, the home 
is located on Chase Bridge Road in 
southeastern Crawford County. 
The house has been unoccupied 
and the cause of the fire was under 
investigation by the Sheriff’s 
Department and the Michigan State 
Police Fire Marshal’s Division. 

On July 9, Sheriff Dave Lovely 
reported a possible cause of the fire 
was discovered to be a malfunc- 
tioning garage door opener. Lovely 
said the electircal device may have 
been running for hours, causing it 
to overheat and start a fire. 

Responding to the fire call was 
South Branch Township Fire and 
EMS with mutual aid from the 
Higgins Township Fire Department 
and the Beaver Creek Fire 
Department. The extent of damage 
to the home has not been reported. 


actions and/or convictions. 
records show the applicant has = 
past or pending criminal action 
against him or her, the Clerk must 
make note of it on the application. 
A civil background check is then 
performed to see if the applicant has 
ever been involuntarily committed 
or committed by the court due to 
mental illness. 

Crawford County Sheriff Dave 
Lovely said the background check 
for mental commitment will be 
especially difficult as there is cur- 
rently no statewide system available 
to provide this information. Lovely 
said the department will rely on the 
local Community Mental Health 
office for some of its background 
checks, 

According to the new law, the 
Clerk is supposed to provide a copy 
of Michigan Compiled Weapons 
Laws; however, only one copy of 
the 144-page law is being issued to 
each County Clerk’s office. Lovely 
said he is not sure how much pro- 
viding a copy of the law to each 
applicant will cost the county, and 
knows of no state funding available 
to help the county comply. 

“This is putting an awful burden 
on my staff and the County Clerk’s 
office,” said Lovely. “Our ability to 
check the background of each appli- 
cant thoroughly, in a timely manner, 
is very limited. The law was put 
together and passed too hastily for 
the. resources we need to be proper- 
ly in place.”

New library already ple sing

Two and a half months following 
groundbreaking. construction of the 
new Devereaux Memorial Crawford 
County Library is right on schedule. 

The early stages of construction 
and mother nature provided some 
photo opportunities late last month, 
during roofing applications. Project 
Manager. Ed Parks, found the shad- 
ows cast by sunlight filtering 
through the roof deck particularly 
interesting to the eye since the 
structural framing has been com- 
pleted and the metal roof deck has 
been installed. 

“The acoustic metal roof deck is 
perforated with thousands of quar- 
ter-inch holes,” Parks explained. 
Temporarily, sun shining through 
these holes creates fantastic shadow 
patterns on the floors and walls in 
geometric shapes of the steel trusses 
and the ribs of the metal roof deck.” 
The deck will serve as the exposed 
ceiling of the new library, according 
to the architectural design. It will 
support the roof insulation and sin- 
gle-ply Duro-Last roofing material. 

Park describes the roof deck as 
unique in its purpose compared to 
standard roofing material. “It is a 
patented product of the national 
firm, Epic Metals Corporation, and 
it will absorb 95% of the sound 
waves that strike the library ceiling 
while creating a unique architectur- 
al appearance.” 

Since the groundbreaking in May, 
Parks said the perimeter masonry 
walls have been constructed and the 
brick and split-faced block exterior 
veneer is under way and the con- 
crete floor slab has been poured. 

Construction of the new library is 
expected to be completed by 
February 2002, then attention will 
turn to interior details. Parks said 
about two months will be spent 
installing equipment and furniture, 
moving in and training library staff 
members. The opening of the new 
facility to the public is forecasted 
for May 2002.

Chief Schreiner remarked that the 
training mandated by the new law is 
just a fraction of what law enforce- 
ment officers receive and this con- 
cems him. “I’m glad the new law 
requires a training session, but it is 
not long enough,” Schreiner said. 
“Police have weeks of training on 
how to react while armed in a vari- 
ety of situations.” Both the Chief 
and the Sheriff said they know of 
only one local gun training program 
available -- that which is provided 
for a fee by Kirtland Community 
College. 

Schreiner said he is also con- 
cerned about the safety of his offi- 
cers. “The new concealed weapons 
law is a potential safety hazard for 
my officers,” he said. “When they 
ask someone if they are carrying a 
gun, they are not certain if they will 


get a straight answer. It’s the 
biggest thing they have to worry 
about. This law now has the poten- 
tial to compound this problem.” 

County Clerk Moore said a meet- 
ing of the local gun board is being 
planned for the end of the month for 
the purpose of reviewing the permit 
application and issuance procedure. 
The gun board consists of Moore, 
Lovely, County Prosecutor John 
Huss and a representative from the 
Michigan State Police. The meeting 
will be posted to serve as public 
notification as soon as a date is set. 
Moore said Lovely has discussed 
helping the Clerk’s office by pro- 
viding a camera to take the required 
passport-style photo as no one 
offers the service locally. 

As of July 10, only 23 applica- 
tions to carry a concealed weapon 
have been submitted to Moore.

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| SEE BY THE PAPERS the new 
federal tax cut may drive the federal 
government into borrowing money. 

Huh? That's not the way it was 
supposed to work. 

Democratic congressional lead- 
ers express concern that the $1.35 
trillion. Il-year tax cut program 
President George Bush pushed into 
law is too big and comes at the 
wrong time. 

With unemployment rates rising, 
the economy faltering a bit, and 
more spending for the military and 
such, Democrats warn that the gov- 
emiment may have to tap Medicare 
and Social Security trust funds to 
keep things going. 

Republicians call such claims 
nonsense, vow not to borrow from 
these earmarked funds, and promise 
everything will work out all right.

economy is not an exact science. 
Two economists -- or two politicians 
-- can look at the same data and the 
same trends and come up with oppo- 
site conclusions. 

Only time will tell. 

* * * 

THIS YEAR’S TAX rebates of 
$300 a person or $600 a couple will 
go only to those who paid some fed- 
eral tax last year. 

If a person’s income was too low 
last year to be liable for federal 
income tax. they paid no tax and 
they get no refund. 

For a couple of examples. this 
would include plenty of elderly 
folks who depend on social security 
payments to exist, and people in low 
paying jobs. or some wage-earners 
with several dependents. 

Of course. as Democrats have 
contended right along. those are the 
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people who need a cash boost most 
of all. They won't get it from this 
tax cul program, because if you did- 
n't pay federal income tax last year, 
you don’t get a rebate this year. 

The there’s the new tax rate, 
which went into effect July 1, 2001. 
Boosters of the tax cut claim this 
will pour added spending power into 
the economy week by week, just as 
it’s needed most. 

The tax bill creates a new 10 per- 
cent rate (instead of 15 percent) for 
the first $6,000 income for singles, 
or $12,000 for couples. 

That would reduce tax liability 
about $300 for a single over a year’s 
time. Divided into-26 or 52 pay 
periods, that $300 tax break is not 
going to induce very much wild 
spending to boost the nation’s econ- 
omy. 

But cumulatively it all adds up. In 
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a year’s time, the tax rebates are 
expected to put about $38 billion 
into people's wallets, and the new 
tax rate is expected to provide 
another $7 billion for taxpayers to 
spend as they see fit. 

A billion hers and a billion there 
and before you know it, you’re talk- 
ing about real money, as the late 
Sen. Everett Dirksen once said. 

Bo * * 

WHAT WILL MOST folks do 
with their tax refund of $300 or 
$600? 

Most taxpayers will pay off debt 
or sock it into savings, according to 
a survey cited in a recent Associated 
Press news story. 

According to the AP article, 46 
percent said they will use their 
rebate checks to pay bills, another 
18 percent will save the money, 
seven percent will buy some stock 
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(which is another device for saving). 
and six percent will add to their 
retirement funds. another form of 
savings. 

Interestingly, paying off old debts 
or increasing savings were two 
alternatives for how the nation 
should handle its unexpected sur- 
pluses, which President Bush and 
other tax cut boosters rejected. 

Now, almost 80 percent of the 
people say they will do it instead. 

* * * 

PERHAPS THE PEOPLE do 
indeed know better how to handle 
unexpected money anyway. 

If it’s left in Washington, it just 
seems to go away by itself. 

An interesting case in point: 

The new tax cut law requires the 
Internal Revenue Service to notify 
taxpayers of impending rebates, so 
the IRS sent out letters announcing 
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the rebate plan. 

The letters cost between $21 mil- 
lion and $29 million. 

As could be expected, Democrats 
and Republicians argue whether the 
letter was good government or 
brazen politics. 

Commented The Detroit News in 
an editorial: 

“Actually it is good politics with 
federal tax dollars, which would be 
better spent being returned to tax- 
payers. 

“The government can find a way 
to waste money even when it cuts 
taxes.” 

Amen.

‘Jazzy Joe’ remembered 


To the editor, 

“Jazzy Joe” Gildner played a 
trombone in the Citizen’s Band in 
the 1930s. That is how he got the 
name “Jazzy Joe.” 

Jazzy Joe loved to play and he 
could be heard practicing his trom- 
bone on his mother’s (Odelia 
Gildner) front porch located on 
Alger Street (next to Carlisle's 
Canoe Livery). Later. when he 
married Matilda Ziebell, he could 
be heard practicing on State Street. 

The Citizen's Band was directed 
by Edward Clark. The band played 
on a round bandstand located on the 
left corner of the old courthouse 
and jail property (toward down- 
town), where Citizens Bank now 
stands. The 20 to 25 band members 
met in the evenings and played until 
midnight. This was an all volunteer 
band, 

By all accounts, they were pretty 
good jazz players and the locals 
would congregate to hear them 
play. This was great entertainment 
and was enjoyed by all and the band

got a lot of practice. The National 
Guard also met there and played for 
the locals. 

The Citizen's Band was listed in 


the Crawford County Book - The 
First 100 years on Page 11, along 
with a picture of all the band mem- 
bers. | have enclosed a picture of 
Jazzy Joe in his band uniform. 

“Jazzy Joe” Gildner and Matilda 
(both now deceased) raised six chil- 
dren: Robert, Richard, Lillian 
“Sissy” Avery (ID), Marilyn (Peggy) 
Schreiber, Shirley Rauch, and 
William, all of whom still reside in 
Grayling. . 

Jazzy Joe's father, William 
Gildner, worked at the DuPont 
plant (where K-Mart now is) and 
during the war years (World War HD) 
they made ammunition for the U.S. 
Army. Matilda's father, Robert 
Ziebell was a sawyer at the local 
mill. 

Joe will also be remembered as 
one of the umpires/coaches for the 
Plaza softball team during its win- 
ning streak in the late 1930s or 
early 1940s.

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UN Burning Guns 


In a recent article, “U.N. Burns Guns on 
July 9: Your Rights Are Next", Richard 
W. Stevens. editor of “The Bill of 
Rights Sentinel”, warmed us about glob- 
al disarmament and impending tyranny. 
U.N. organizers of the conference said “ 
public destruction of weapons” is good 
because it “is one of the best ways to 
attract attention” to global civilian dis- 
armament. 

Stevens representing “Jews for the 
Preservation of Firearms Ownership” 
said. “the UN's expressed goal is to con- 
centrate power into the hands of UN 
member governments.” Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan in April 2000 
called for “non- proliferation of small 
arms,” declaring that “these weapons 
must be brought under the control of 
states.” Stevens reported, “A UN 
Committee of Governmental Experts in 
March 2001 recommended that ail 
nations install centralized ‘gun control’ 
with detailed record-keeping and prohi- 
bitions against selling ‘small arms” to 
anyone except other governments.” 
Stevens warns that UN propaganda will 
treat “small arms firearms as the cause 
of war, violence, unrest, and crime.” 
The UN is treating small arms as a 
“public health menace.” Second, the 
UN believes that “armed conflict is 
always wrong.” They reject the Judeo- 
Christian tradition that Armed defense

is morally right and is a moral duty. 
They do not believe in a distinction 
between good and bad governments. 
They never distinguish between oppres- 
sion and righteous self-protection. 
Third, the UN claims it is only going 
after “illegal” or “illicit” possession of 
firearms. But as Stevens says, “Who 
defines what is illegal? The UN’s mem- 
ber governments: Red China, Iraq, 
Colombia, and the dozens of other 
oppressive and/or corrupt regimes, 
many of whom obtained power by 
force, not election.” Remember 
America is already voted off all “human 
rights” committees in the UN. American 
morality is not acceptable. 

Stevens warmed, “Future UN action may 
well declare American gun owners to be 
criminals. If your gun is too big, too 
small, too powerful, too accurate or too 
ugly, it may be deemed dangerous to 
world peace and thus illegal. If you 
reload your own ammunition or fix 
guns, you may be deemed an illicit traf- 
ficker in small arms.” 

The American Revolution was sparked 
by British attempts at colonial disarma- 
ment. In 1777, William Knox, Under 
Secretary of State in the British 
Colonial Office, circulated a proposal 
entitled “What is Fit to be Done with 
America?” which would have disarm 
the American colonies leaving arms 


only in the hands of the British govern- 
ment. Samuel Adams recalling the 
English Bill of Rights used quotes by 
Sir William Blackstone, as a defense of 
private ownership of guns in America. 
The 2nd Amendment to our U.S. 
Constitution was adopted to protect this 
basic right. Slavery begins when citi- 
zens are disarmed. 

Christ commanded His disciples before 
commissioning them, “....he that hath 
no sword, let him sell his garment, and 
buy one.” (Luke 22:36b) A disciple 
choosing a garment over a sword could 
not be obeying his Lord. The Roman 
sword was the most powerful personal 
defense weapon of that day. Jesus Christ 
ordered “keep and carry” provisions for 
the personal defense of His own disci- 
ples. Pastor “B”

Now and then we clean out a few 
files at the office of the Crawford 
County Avalanche and discover 
some little known or long forgotten 
local trivia. This time around, we 
discovered a 45-year-old Letter to 
the Editor responding to “Jack 
Pine’s Stump” column dated 
October, 1955. After some discus- 
sion, we haven’t been able to figure 
out why this, of all letters, was saved 
for posterity. but we thought we 
would share the columns and corre- 
spondence with our readers.

The following is an excerpt from 
the “Jack Pine'’s Stump” column, 
October 20, 1955. 

“Heard the other day about a time 
many years ago when someone in 
Grayling owned a pet otter. This 
animal was most amazing in that he 
like to play with dogs. However, it 
soon became apparent that a great 
number of dogs were disappearing 
around town. Since the rest of the 
dogs wouldn’t play with the otter, he 
took to meeting the many trains. that 

. used to Stop herein the: hope ‘of mak- 


ing friends with any strange dogs . 


that might disembark. Soon, these, 
too would disappear. Well, the local 
people got sort of indignant about 
the vanishing dogs, and sort of fig- 
ured out that maybe the otter had 
something to do with it all. So, he 
was carefully watched, and sure 
enough, the otter was to blame. 
Seems that he would lead a playful 
dog closer and closer to the: River, 
and when he got him into the water, 
would bite him in the throat and kill 
him. Then, off he went looking for 
another unsuspecting mutt. It is not 
recorded whether the otter died of 
natural death or not.”

Dear Bob: 

I wrote my niece Marg Bauman, 

to inquire if you have recently 

- received any letters from me. Letter 
from her today advises me that you 
have not received any letter from 
me. I correspond with a score of my 
Friends in Grayling, in fact hardly a 
day passes but what I either write or 
receive a letter from Grayling, in 
fact two letters arrived today. My 
retum address is on every letter I 
write so in the event I should happen 
to address them wrongly, in due time 
they would be returned to me. I 
wrote a letter to the Editor of your 
column Jack Pine Stump, however I 
addressed the letter to you. Your 
Stump Editor wrote a story about 
“Jimmie The Otter.” In his story he 
stated that Jimmie was a Dog Killer, 
that many dogs disappeared from 
the village. Investigation disclosed 
that Jimmie would lure the Dogs 
into the River, then bite them in the 
neck, and drown them. Further I 
stated that the only time he nipped a 
dog is when they would chase him, 
and he would duck under the wood- 
en sidewalks, and they would stick 
their noses under the walk to try and 
locate Jimmie, then he would nip 
their noses. 

I called attention to the fact that 
his best Pal was a huge Dog owned 
by Joe Burton, who operated a Hotel 
near the River, and adjacent to the 
R.R. Depot, and that every after- 
noon at 1:45 p.m. when the train 
would arrive from Detroit, Jimmie 
and his Pal would be enjoying a dip 
in the River, and that he would 
entertain the Passengers by diving 
up and under his Pal.

huge paws of his Pal. 

I stated that his letter was the 
BUNK and that there was not one 
word of TRUTH in it and that inas- 
much as the Avalanche had a reputa- 
tion for truth and veracity, that this 
letter was printed without the 
knowledge of the Editor.

Furthermore, Jimmie’s best 
pal was a huge dog owned by Joe 
Burton, who ran a hotel near the 
depot. When the afternoon train 
from Detroit would arrive, Jimmie 
and the dog would entertain the pas- 
sengers with their frolics in the river, 
after which they would stretch out in 
the sun, the little otter drying him- 
self between the great paws of the 
dog.

Homeowners: learn how to manage Oak Wilt 


Michigan State University 
(MSU) Extension will be holding 
an educational program for all inter- 
ested homeowners concerning the 
continual spread of Oak Wilt dis- 
ease throughout northeast 
Michigan. Oak Wilt is a serious, 
lethal disease of red oaks that is 
being detected more frequently 
across the Lower Peninsula. 

The program will be held on 
Tuesday, July 17 at 7 p.m. in the 
County Commissioners’ Room of 
the Roscommon County Annex 
Building on 112 South Fourth 
Street in Roscommon. The purpose 


of the program is to present infor- 
mation on Oak Wilt disease (i.e. its 
cause, symptoms, spread, etc.) and 
to discuss some of the ways that this 
disease can be managed. 

As people encroach on northern 
Michigan, they increasingly prune 
and accidentally injure oak trees 
(e.g. when building new homes or 
renovating older cottages) that cre- 
ate perfect avenues of infection for 
this disease. Once a single tree 
becomes infected, the disease 
spreads to surrounding oak trees 
through root grafts that can occur 
between oaks.

Consequently, it’s a difficult prob- - 


lem to deal with once it really gets 
established in an area. Therefore, 
MSU Extension has made a com- 
mitment to start educating people 
more about this problem to see if 
the spread of this disease can be 
halted. 

Dr. Dennis. Fulbright from the 
MSU Department of _ Plant 
Pathology and Roger Mech from 
the MDNR will be the featured pre- 


senters at the meeting on July 17 to 
present information and help 
answer questions. Other focal nat- 
ural resource people will also be in 
attendance.

Q. Are all trout and salmon native 
to Lake Superior and Lake Michigan? 


home to four species of salmon. and 
four distinct species of trout. Of these 
eight, only two are native. All-others 
have been introduced within the last 
150 years, 

Three of the four salmon that now 
swim in these lakes are native to the 
Pacific coast: chinook, pink, and 
coho. The fourth is the Atlantic 
-} salmon, 

As for the trout, the browns are native 
to northern Europe. Rainbow trout, 
which are often distinguished as 
either steelhead or kamloop on Lake 
Superior, are again native to the 
Pacific Northwest. That leaves only: 
lake trout and brook trout as the two 
true “salmonids” that have evolved 
with Lake Superior and Lake 
Michigan for the last few thousand 
years. 

Fishery managers have generally 
been the ones introducing the new 
species of trout and salmon. They did 
this for the benefit of sport anglers.
